County Attorney Warner wanted one 
week’s continuance for the purpose of 
looking into the case and procuring the 
necessary evidence. 
Judge Allbright 
thought that this length of time was 
more than was necessary, and Mr.

W. R. Heron Gives His Views on the 


Question to the Readers of 


the Dispatch 


E d i t o r D i s p a t c h :” 1 have been wait­ 
ing, like all other citizens, to hear of 
the outcome on the water works and 
electric light proposition. Are we any 
further 
advanced 
on this question? 
Our city fathers have given out noth-1 
ing, 
A committee has been appointed 
now running over a year, and I have 
never seen or heard of any report from 
that body. The Commercial Club com­ 
mittee has never rendered any solution. 
As one w riter said in a previous article, ' 
“ that is the way it looks to a man up a 
tree,” but I say let every one look at 
this question, not up a tree, but down 
on solid footing on terra firma, and 
come out with one voice and stand for 
municipal ownership. 
Away with your 
theorizing! We have theorized long 
enough. 
Sentiment has been expressed i 
and diffused. 
Litigation was one great 
obstacle in our pathway. 
This can 
easily be dispensed with now by the 
purchase of the plant, as Mr. Ambrose 
Tighe has made that concession in his 
last proposition set before our council. | 
Now figures have been gone into time 
after time showing and demonstrating 
to the citizens of this city that muni­ 
cipal ownership is a paying and a safe 
proposition. 
Where can we find purer j 
water than what is handled by munici­ 
pal ownership. 
Let me here cite, Mr. 
Editor, the water works of St. Louis, 
one of the best in the country, of which 
I have been furnished the reports from > 
the water commissioner, Mr. Adkins, ! 
from 1900 to 1907. 
I will give you a 
few extracts as I have received it: 
“ The St. Louis W ater department j 
has always been a municipal proposition 
and was governed by a commission up 
to the year 1876, when the city of St. 
Louis was given a scheme and charter 
under which to operate, by the state. | 
“ The department is managed by a 
water commissioner, except the coliec- j 
tion of rates which is in the hands of 
an assessor and collector, both officials j 
being appointed by the mayor for a 
term of four years. 
“ The water 
department furnishes 
water free at all pubile offices and in­ 
stitutions; fire departments for fires; j 
street departm ent for sprinkling and 
washing streets; sewer department for 
flushing sewers. 
All charitable insti- j 
tutions are given a special rate. 
Maxi­ 
mum charge made for water by meter 
is 25 cents a thousand gallons. 
A mini- , 
mum charge of 8 cents a thousand. 
“ The cost of water to the water 
works, including all charges and de­ 
preciation, amounts to $45 a million 
gallons. 
“ The water is taken from the Mis- j 
sissippi river and is clarified and puri- I 
tied by what is known by coagulation 
with 
sedimentation, using iron and 
lime as a coagulant. 
With our basin 
capacity, we are able to obtain an effi­ 
ciency of over 99 percent in removal of 
suspended m atter and bacteria.’’

WHAT SYSTEM? 


Court Reporter Moody Talks Inter­ 


estingly of the Various Systems 


of Short Hand 
There has been considerable discus­ 
sion of the various systems of stenog­ 
raphy, especially by those using them 
or contemplating learning, since th e j 
establishment of the Brainerd Business * 
college brought the m atter before the j 
minds of the people. 
A D i s p a t c h rep-j 
resentative interviewed Court Reporter j 
Geo. W. Moody in regard to the sub- j 
ject. 
Mr. Moody is one of the expert i 
stenographers of Minnesota and being ‘ 
an enthusiastic student of the art has j 
studied not only the Graham system, j 
which he uses, but also closely scrut- ; 
inized the work of the various systems. 
When asked what system of stenog­ 
raphy he would advise a person to learn 
he said that it would depend entirely 
on what use he expected to make of it. 
If he wished to make it a life profes­ 
sion, he wou'd advise the Graham, but 
said that a man would have to devote 
two to four years to learning it. When 
it was mastered, however, he believed 
that it was capable of more rapid w rit­ 
ing than any other. 
For commercial work, for the young 
man who expected to use it as a step­ 
ping stone to something else, or for the 
young woman who wished to use it for 
a make shift occupation fo ra few years 
before getting married, he believed 
some of the other systems which were 
not susceptible of quite as much speed, 
but which were learned in much less 
time were practical. 
He stated that 
he had never seen the text books of the 
Gregg system, which is taught in the 
high school and business college but 
had seen the writing, and from what he 
could learn he considered it one of the 
best, if not the best, of the simpler 
systems and one which the young per­ 
son who expected to be in amanuensis 
work, rather than in court work, would 
make no mistake in learning. 
In fact, he said, no business college 
•could successfully teach the Graham or 
other Pitmanic systems, as the young 
people who cou^d afford two, three or 
more j’ears for preparation for their 
life work would do better to study 
•dentistry, medicine, law, or any one of 
a dozen professions which paid better 
than that of professional stenography.

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W. R. Heron Gives His Views on the 


Question to the Readers of 


the Dispatch 
Editor Dispatch:—I have been wait­ 
ing, like all other citizens, to hear of 
the outcome on the water works and 
electric light proposition. Are we any 
further advanced on this question? 
Our city fathers have given out noth­ 
ing, A committee has beep appointed 
now running over a year, and I have 
never seen or heard of any report from 
that body.

As one writer said in a previous article, 
“that is the way it looks to a man up a 
tree,’’ but I say let every one look at 
this question, not up a tree, but down 
on solid footing on terra firma, and 
come out with one voice and stand for 
municipal ownership. Away with your 
theorizing! We have theorized long 
enough. Sentiment has been expressed 
and diffused. Litigation was one great 
obstacle in our pathway. 
This can 
easily be dispensed with now by the 
purchase of the plant, as Mr. Ambrose 
Tighe has made that concession in his 
last proposition set before our council. 
Now figures have been gone into time 
after time showing and demonstrating 
to the citizens of this city that muni­ 
cipal ownership is a paying and a safe 
proposition. Where can we find purer 
water than what is handled by munici­ 
pal ownership. Let me here cite, Mr. 
Editor, the water works of St. Louis, 
one of the best in the country, of which 
I have been furnished the reports from 
the water commissioner, Mr. Adkins, 
from 1900 to 1907. I will give you a 
few extracts as I have received it: 
“The St. Louis W ater department 
has always been a municipal proposition 
and was governed by a commission up 
to the year 1976, when the city of St. 
Louis was given a scheme and charter 
under which to operate, by the state. 
“ The department is managed by a 
water commissioner, except the collec­ 
tion of rates which is in the hands of 
an assessor and collector, both officials 
being appointed by the mayor for a 
term of four years. 
“The water department furnishes 
water free at all pubilc offices and in­ 
stitutions; fire departments for fires; 
street department for sprinkling and 
washing streets; sewer department for 
flushing sewers. All charitable insti­ 
tutions are given a special rate.

“ The cost of water to the water 
works, including all charges and de­ 
preciation, amounts to $45 a million 
gallons. 
“The water is taken from the Mis­ 
sissippi river and is clarified and puri­ 
fied by what is known by coagulation 
with 
sedimentation, using iron and 
lime as a coagulant. With our basin 
capacity, we are able to obtain an effi­ 
ciency of over 99 per cent in removal of 
suspended matter and bacteria.’’

WHAT SYSTEM? 


Court Reporter Moody Talks Inter­

Mr. Moody is one of the expert 
stenographers of Minnesota and being 
an enthusiastic student of the art has 
studied not only the Graham system, 
which he uses, but also closely scrut­ 
inized the work of the various systems. 
When asked what system of stenog­ 
raphy he would advise a person to learn 
he said that it would depend entirely 
on what use he expected to make of it. 
If he wished to make it a life profes­ 
sion, he wou'd advise the Graham, but 
said that a man would have to devote 
two to four years to learning it. When 
it was mastered, however, he believed 
that it was capable of more rapid writ­ 
ing than any other. 
For commercial work, for the young 
man who expected to use it as a step­ 
ping stone to something else, or for the 
young woman who wished to use it for 
a make shift occupation fora few years 
before getting married, he believed 
some of the other systems which were 
not susceptible of quite as much speed, 
but which were learned in much less 
time were practical. He stated that 
he had never seen the text books of the 
Gregg system, which is taught in the 
high school and business college but 
had seen the writing, and from what he 
could learn he considered it one of the 
best, if not the best, of the simpler 
systems and one which the young per­ 
son who expected to be in amanuensis 
work, rather than in court work, would 
make no mistake in learning.

LONDON TIM ES IS ANGRY. 


Incensed at 
Alleged Action of the 
herman Emperor. 
London, March 6.—Asserting that 
Emperor William recently sent a let­ 
ter to Lord Tweedmouth, Aret lord of 
admiralty, on the subject of the Bri'- 
ish and German naval policy, tho 
Times calls for the production of the 
letter In parliament, together with 
Lord Tweedmouth’s 
reply, 
on 
the 
ground that it is an attempt to In­ 
fluence the British minister responsi­ 
ble for the navy In German interests. 
In an angry editorial the Times 
says that the letter will cause a shock, 
painful surprise, and just indignation 
on the part of the British people. 
“Emperor William holds honorary 
rank of admiral in the British navy,” 
says the Times, “but if that is held to 
warrant interference in our domestic 
affairs by secret appeals to theZdiead 
of a department on which national 
safety depends, all that can be said 
is that the abolition of dynastic com­ 
pliments of this kind is an urgent 
necessity. 
Had King Edward taken 
such a step there would have been a 
universal outcry of anger throughout 
Germany and an overwhelming de­ 
mand for a doubled shipbuilding pro­ 
gramme as a fitting reply. 
“If the emperor has anything to sug­ 
gest concerning armaments,” contin­ 
ues the Times, “he has the regular 
official channels of communication, 
and no private relations can excuse 
a departure from the regular methods. 
Lord Tweedmouth is a public servant 
and therefore it cannot be contended 
that the letter is a private matter. It 
calls for the fullest publicity. 
“The lesson for Great Britain is 
plain after an attempt of this kind to 
make it easier for German prepara­ 
tions to overtake our own.”

TO TOUR MID BARTER 


Object of Novel Voyage Planned 
by a Financier. 


OCEAN STEAMER PURCHASED 


Colonel Robert M. Thompson of Now 
York and His Party W ill Visit Indian, 
Chinaao and Japansso 
Ports 
In a 
Floating Abode of Luxury. 


The life of a merchant prince on his 
own ship, with the far east as his des­ 
tination, is one that Colonel Robert M. 
Thompson, a financier of New York 
city, has chosen to follow', aud he will 
soon depart for the orient with a num­ 
ber of chosen friends on an ocean 
■teamer which he has purchased ex­ 
pressly for this purpose. 
The vessel will carry a cargo of mer­ 
chandise shipped to various destina­ 
tions in the regular course of com­ 
merce, for which the usual freight rates 
will he charged, and the proceeds of 
the carriage will be applied toward de­ 
fraying the expenses of the outward 
trip. 
This original undertaking savors of 
the times of 1812, when fortunes were 
made or lost on the high seas, but now 
no dread of pirate crews can spoil the 
pleasurable side of the enterprise or in­ 
terfere with the commercial end of 
the plan. 
Colonel Thompson has con­ 
verted a tramp steamer into a floating 
abode of luxury, and every fitting has 
been made as harmonious and comfort­ 
able as wealth can make it, says the 
New York Tribune. 
The trip will ex­ 
tend over several months, for haste is 
not part of the programme. 
Besides Colonel and Mrs. Thompson 
and the Stephen Pella, the party will 
Include other well known New York­ 
ers and several Canadians. Among the 
latter will be Mr. and Mrs. Wallace 
Nesbitt, who are residents of Toronto. 
Mr. Nesbitt is a lawyer and for a time 
enjoyed the distinction of being the 
youngest chief justice In the Domin­ 
ion, but he preferred a general prac­ 
tice and is now an expert on mining 
rights and claims. 
In the far east 
mines are to be bought for a song, but 
deals must be skillfully handled to be 
without flaw in title or grant where 
the orient is concerned. 
Poking about all places of Interests 
along the coast to be touched will con­ 
sume a certain amount of time, and no 
opportunity for sightseeing will go 
astray. At each place-lt is proposed to 
barter for curios or more popular goods, 
so that the return trip also will show a 
profit balance. The weeks to be spent 
In Indian, Chinese and Japanese ports 
are looked forward to with delight by 
all of the party, for, while the trading 
and business side will take the fore­ 
most place In the minds of the men, 
the temples, the native costumes and 
customs and the rare Jumble of the ar­ 
tistic and outlandish will appeal to 
the women, who will doubtless be of 
great assistance In the selection of 
wares to return as part of the cargo. 
Each passenger has all the space he 
desires to spread his belongings in, and 
all know' one another so well that the 
length of the trip Is an extra Induce­ 
ment Instead of holding the chance 
that some one of them may end it 
abruptly and return overland localise 
of disagreement. The voyage as plan­ 
ned leads through the Mediterranean 
and Suez canal to India and other parts 
of Asia. 
Eventually a landing will be 
made In San Francisco after a look in 
at Alaska. 
When the United States is reached 
and the ship and cargo are sold Colo­ 
nel Thompson, it is said, expects that 
the enterprise will have paid for itself, 
the provisioning even Included, and on 
the sale of the steamer a profit is 
thought probable. 
An especially good chef has been en­ 
gaged, W'ho will, It is hoped, prepare 
such food that even the “third day de­ 
spaired” will be tempted and recover 
their appetites. 
The deck has ample 
space for the usual ship games, and, 
as more than half of those going are 
bridge players of skill and much prac­ 
tice, gray days will not be much no­ 
ticed. 
Their friends hope that the 
pleasures planned will all come true.

Hi? First Check. 
During lunch some years ago the 
great electrician became chatty and 
told in his (plaint way the story of 
his first acquaintance with any large 
turn of money. 
It w as in the days when he was 
struggling along with his earlier in­ 
ventions and didn’t have big capitalists 
to hack him. 
In fact, he didn’t have 
any bank account him self and hardly 
knew what one was. 
Bank checks 
were things he had never had occasion 
to use and knew little of their value. 
Edison had finally sold bls patent on 
the gold and stock indicator to the 
W estern Union Telegraph company for 
$40,000 and was com ing over from his 
home In Orange, N. J., to New York to 
get his money. 
He had heard of Wall 
street and its bulls and hears and had 
been told that it was full of "sharks” 
who would fleece a man very quick. 
So he made up his mind that Wall 
street w as a very dangerous place and 
that lf he ever had occasion to go there 
he would be lucky lf he got away with­ 
out losing his overcoat and umbrella. 
At that time General Lefferts was 
president of the W estern Union. 
One 
morning Edison came into the com­ 
pany’s general offices to close up the 
sale of his patent. 
A fter a few pre­ 
liminaries he was given a check for 
$40,000. 
H e looked at it curiously for 
a moment or tw o and appeared to be 
puzzled what to do with it. 
He knew 
that he had sold a patent to the WTest- 
em Union company for $40,000, but he 
didn’t see any money. 
Observing 
his 
perplexity, 
General 
Lefferts told him that if be would go 
down to the Bank of America, in Wall 
street, he could get the check cashed. 
“So I started out,” said Edison, "after 
carefully folding up the check, and went 
toxvard W all street. 
So uncertain was 
I in regard to that way of doing busi­ 
ness that I thought w hile on the way 
that lf any man should come up to me 
and offer me tw o crisp thousand dollar 
hills for that piece of paper I should 
give him up the check very quick.” 
On arriving at the Bank of America 
he hesitated about entering, fearing 
still th a t som ething m ight he wrong. 
A t last, however, he m ustered up cour­ 
age and determ ined to try it. 
Ile 
knew th a t General Lefferts had told 
him he would get his money here, so 
he braced ahead and half tremblingly 
shoved his check out to the cashier. 
Willing to Give It Up For $2,000 
The latter scrutinized it closely, gave 
Edison a piercing glance and said 
som ething which Edison could not un­ 
derstand, as he w as hard of hearing. 
T h a t w as enough. 
H e w as now more 
than ever convinced th a t his check 
w a sn ’t w orth $40,000 and again thought 
as he rushed out of the hank with it 
th a t any m an who would give him $2,- 
000 could walk aw ay with the check 
H e hurried back to the W estern Un­ 
ion and said he couldn’t get any mon­ 
ey. 
General Lefferts then sent a man 
w ith him to identify him. 
He said 
th a t "this m an Is Thom as A. Edison, 
to whose order the check is draw n.” 
"W hy, certainly, Mr. Edison,” said 
the cashier very obsequiously. 
“ How 
would you like your $40,000—in what 
shape?” 
"Oh, any w ay to suit the bank. 
It 
doesn’t m ake any difference to me so 
long as I get my money.” 
Edison w as given $40,000 in large 
bills. 
A fter dividing the roll into tw o 
w ads of $20,000 each he stuffed one 
into each trousers pocket, buttoned up 
Ms coat as tightly as possible and 
m ade a break to get out of Wall street 
as quick as he could. 
The next day 
Edison began work on his first labors 
tory a t Newark, N. J. 
A lw ays very Jealous of his time, Mr. 
Edison has expected his employees to 
be equally careful lest a single minute 
th a t m ight yield an im portant inveu 
tlon should slip by. 
In counseling a 
young man he said, "The best advice I 
can give you is, never look at the 
clock.”

Discouragement and worry have been 
unknow n to the wizard. 
On one occa­ 
sion one of his associates had to re- 


j port to him the failure in Immediate 
; succession of three experim ents 
in­ 
volving enormous expenditure of mon­ 
ey and labor. 
But the inventor simply 
smiled at the recital. 
The associate. 
worn out with the nervous strain of 
his long watch and disheartened by his 
! disappointment, said impatiently, "W hy 
don't you worry a little about it. Mr. 
Edison?” 
“W hy should I?” w as the Inventor’s 
1 reply. 
"You’re worrying enough for 
two.” 
Sample of His Memory. 
Blessed with a most wonderful mem­ 
ory, Mr. Edison has been able to recall 
wdth absolute exactness intricate fig­ 
ures, even though he had not had oc­ 
casion to use them in tw enty or thirty 
years. 
An example of this happened 
when he was being interviewed recent­ 
ly. 
One of his assistants asked Mr. 
Edison concerning a certain fluid to be 
used in the work then under way. 
As 
soon as he had explained the trouble 
Mr. Edison gave him the required in­ 
formation. 
H e said that some time in 
the eighties, when he was working on 
the telephone problem, he had used a 
fluid composed of so many parts of 
this, so many parts of that and so 
many parts of som ething else. 
He 
gave to the smallest fraction of a drop 
the exact am ount of each fluid to be 
used. 
There Is only one sport that has ever 
interested Mr. Edison, and that is fish­ 
ing. 
In his splendid yacht at his Flori­ 
da home he has been fishing once in 
awhile. 
H e never played golf or any 
other game, but he has advised others 
to do s a
